HELP PICK ISDT SITE 

The American Motorcycle 
Association has received the honor and 
heavy responsibility of hosting the 
“Olympics of motorcycling” in the 
United States in 1973. The decision to 
grant the 47th Intl. 6-Days Trial to the 
U.S. was made by the Sport Committee 
of the FIM at its 1971 fall congress in 
Geneva, Switzerland. 

Of great importance to the success of 
the 1973 ISDT is the selection of a 


750 Formula for ’72 
AMA road race 
championships 


The seven national championship 
road races scheduled for 1972 will be 
run under the rules provided by the 
Federation of Internationale 
Motorcycliste Formula 750. These 
events will be sanctioned as FIM road 
races and will require FIM licenses for 
competition. Only the 750cc Expert 
class, in other words the national 
championship event, will require this 
license. 

The FIM Formula 750 rules will be 
supplemented by the 1972 AMA RUle 
Book. The. 1971 AMA COngress 
provided that rules in the AMA book 
coincide with the rules of Formula 750. 
The rules listed in the 1972 book 
concerning 750cc road racing that have 
been noted effective January 1, 1973, 
will now be in effect for the 1972 
internationally sanctioned road races. 

These rules include: (1) The method 
of primary drive and number of speeds 
will be as on the approved machine; 
and, (2) Cylinder bore subject to a 
permitted maximum oversize of one 
millimeter and subject also to a 
maximum capacity of the class. 
(Example 750cc including overbore). 

These rules and the licensing 
requirement are only for the 750cc 
Expert National Championship events. 
Applications for international licenses 
may be obtained from the AMA office. 
This will not eliminate the requirement 
of a national championship license for 
United States riders. 


proper site in the United States. Primary 
considerations include a starting area 
near which at least 1000 European 
guests may be housed conveniently and

NEW PLACE 


AMA TO MOVE TO NEW 
HOUSING IN 1972 


As a result of the program of 
expansion and improved membership 
service initiated by AMA Executive 
Director Russ March late in 1970, the 
national office’ staff of the AMA has 
outgrown the present housing on North 
High Street in Worthington, Ohio. 

In September 1970, the AMA was 
operated by five key staff members with 
the concentration in professional racing. 
Over the past year the establishment of 
new departments has more than tripled 
this number. Completely new areas have 
included and Amateur Activities 
Department, a Legislative Department, a 
Department of Insurance 
Administration, and the Youth Division. 
In addition, professional racing has been 
expanded, the News Department has 
been reorganized as a Public Relations 
Department and additional data 
processing equipment has been 
acquired. 

Association growth on a national 
level requires additional expansion in 
the Amateur, Professional, Legislative, 
Data Processing and News Departments, 
but further changes have been halted by

local public support must be considered. 

Drawing upon its greatest natural 
resource, the American Motorcycle 
Association has sent a letter to each of 
its 2000 chartered clubs, asking for their 
cooperation and inviting them to make 
a proposal for local promotion of the 
trial. 

Already sites in Ohio, Kentucky, 
Virginia, Texas, Oklahoma, Michigan, 
Massachusetts, Oregon, and Nevada are 
under consideration. The staff at the 
national office will be required to weigh 
the advantages .and disadvantages in 





the limitations of present housing. 


Consequently, the AMA will be 
leasing new housing for its national 
headquarters in 1972. The new building 
contains 30,000 square feet of floor 
space under one roof, and is located in 
Westerville, Ohio, not far from the 
present national offices. In June, the 
AMA will occupy 20,000 square feet of 
this structure with the option to acquire 
the additional third of the building for 
future expansion. 

The area occupied immediately will 
contain sufficient facilities for the 
present staff as well as the urgent 
increases mentioned above. In addition, 


each proposed area, and the sole basis 
for a final decision will be the intention 
of choosing the best possible locale for 
the greatest international undertaking in 
American motorcycling history. 

A location for the 1973 event will be 
announced early in 1972 as the FIM is 
requiring the AMA to organize a “test 
trial during the coming year. This 
preliminary event will be observed by 
FIM officials and will be at the location 
of the 1973 ISDT* as stipulated by the 
FIM.

The new AMA building will be ready 
for visitation in July, though the 
museum will naturally take longer to 
finish.

vital to his profession. J.N. is a 
motion-picture stuntman, and, as with 
his racing, he is dedicated and talented. 
Enough so that he is a member of 
Stunts Unlimited, an organization of 
about 20 of the very best stuntmen in 
the country. In addition to doing stunts 
involving motorcycles, J.N. appears in 
many movies as a cowboy or Indian. 
Recently he has appeared in the movie, 
“Sometimes a Great Notion,” several 
television commercials, episodes of 
“Mod Squad” and “Mannix” and in 
several movies of the week. A new 
motion picture, “On the Line,” a movie 
about desert racers and how the sport

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attects their lives, features J.N., wife 
Dian, son Rafe and most of District 37’s 
racers. “On the Line” promises to be 
well worth seeing. 

Although his profession is a natural 
parallel to motorcycle racing, both 
being brutally demanding, in past years 
J-N. has spent so much time on location 
making movies that he hasn’t been able 
to attend enough races to win the 
number one plate. 

In his seven years of racing J.N. has 
won all the ‘biggies’. Utah’s Cherry 
Creek, the Mint 400 twice, Baja 500 
once, Baja 1000 twice (once on a 250 
Husky) and the Barstow-to-Vegas so 
many times that they ought to name it 
after him. He did not win the B-V the 
first year it was run...He was in New 
Zealand and Australia racing 
Mmotocross before it became popular 
here. 

I had heard several people accuse J.N. 
of cutting course, so I asked someone 
who should know what goes on out 
there in the boonies where nobody else 
can see. Rich Thorwaldson had this to 
say: "He is good at what he does. What 
more can you say? As for 
course-cutting, that's a bunch of bull! 
J-N. is too fast to need to do that. When 
you are* up front there is no dust trail to 
see in the distance...you have to stay on 
the trail or you get lost." 

Earlier this year J.N. was invited to 
the Isle of Man for his first try at the 
International Six Day Trials. A casual 
dresser, J.N. is fond of well worn jeans 
and shirts, and although he knew he 
would have to dress up a little for a 
foreign country, he wasn't prepared for 
the rigid rules of dress on the Isle of 
Man. “I went to three restaurants trying 
to get breakfast that first day," J.N. 
said. “I finally had to go back to the 
hotel and borrow a tie so I could eat!” 

Some experts were skeptical of J.N.’s 
chances at the trials since he is 
essentially a desert rider, but those who 
chose the team members had the good 
sense to rely on his familiarity with the 
motorcycle and his natural talent. 
Although the press has applauded him 
for adapting so quickly to the 
unfamiliar terrain, J.N. is not too happy 
with himself for winning ‘‘only a silver 
medal." In six days of riding, J.N. was 
late for only once check. On the second 
day he ran out of gas near the finish line 
on a paved road. The big carb on the 
Husky just ate too much gas. He.also 
quickly adapted to riding in traffic, a 
thing he never does, and on the wrong 
side of the road at that! In spite of the 
problems in dress and terrain, J.N. is 
already talking about “next year...” 

Back in the desert, J.N. joined in the 
hotly contested battle for Number One. 
J.N. and Rich Thorwaldson were both 
riding briliantly and giving the fans 
plenty of material for speculation. At 


one time Rich was about 300 points. 


ahead of J.N. Then, ten days before the 
allimportant Barstow-to-Vegas race, a 
stunt went awry and J.N. was left with 
26 stitiches holding his head together, 
both eyes swollen shut and one hell of a 
headache. With the number one plate at 
stake, J.N. expressed his fears that he 
would not be able to ride the following 
weekend. Missing this race could cost 
him the coveted Number One position, 
he said, “And I been tryin’ a lotta’ 
years." 

Gritting his teeth against the jolts, 
J.N. came out on Friday and tried to 
loosen up for THE RACE. On race day, 
Rich roared off the starting line well 
ahead of J.N. and stayed there for a 
long time. In the heat of the pursuit, 
J.N. forgot about his throbbing head, 
stood on the pegs and gave the Husky 
full throttle...Then bad luck clobbered 
Rich with a flat tire which caused him 
to run out of gas miles from the pits. 
Not knowing who might be right behind 
him, J.N. kept the throttle wide open 
and wowed the spectators by finishing 
twenty minutes ahead of George 
Walker, who finished second. 

But lady luck just couldn’t make up 
her mind. At the Prospectors’ race a 
couple of weeks later she turned her 
back on J.N. He got off, lost a footpeg 
and the race. But I wonder how many 
other racers would have finished that 
last quarter of the race on one peg? 

Sandblasters held the final race of the 
season. Rich was not the short end this 
time. His bike threw him, bent a 
footpeg, bloodied his nose and gouged 
him in the ribs. Rich finished second to 
J-N.’s first. Even then, with the last race 
run, nobody knew for sure who had the 
number one plate. 

J.N. has attained the ultimate. After 
seven years of desert racing, he is 
Number One! 

Asked what it takes to win at desert 
racing, J.N. comments: “Luck, a lotta 
luck.”

Writin’ around 


MOTOR VOTERS; 
US-ISDT CONTROVERSY

-Now that most of us have survived another calendar I think it's altogether fitting 
and proper that we take a look at what's ahead. 

“Motor voter” is the name suggested for the new politics of 1972, Russ Sanford, 
the California lobbyist, says votepower is the fastest way of unlocking the fences we 
are facing. Now with the 18-year-olds voting, there are at least 14 million motorcycle 
likers capable of casting a ballot this year. We'll be taking a look at the issues as it 
affects us as motorcycle riders, through Russ's "MORE from the Capitol" messages. 
Meanwhile, go downtown, find a registrar, and make sure you are registered to vote. 
If you moved to a different county or failed to vote in the last election, you have to 
re-register. The deadline for voter registration is very soon. If you aren't registered, 
you can't vote. And then you'd miss much of the fun that's coming. 

“Trail Riding" is coming into the picture in a big way through this year and 1973, 
when the AMA will host the Olympics of Motorcycling, the International 6-Days 
Trial. “Trailing” is a nice, happy medium kind of riding between English tirals, on 
the one end and motocross on the other. Look for a controversy over the AMA’s 
designated site for the US-ISDT, with AMA and TVA favoring Tennessee’s untoured 
Land Between the Lakes, while everybody else roots for Las Vegas. The Vegas plan 
would give our guys an advantage, since the rest of the world probably doesn’t ride 
desert as well as we do. Crucial to the success of America’s first 6-Days will be the 
amount and quality of support that the AMA can line up for the event. Nothing less 
than the full cooperation of the U.S. Government will do. (This may become a 
campaign issue, so again I urge you, register to vote.) 

“More ground” is the better half of the slogan that guided 1971 motorcycling and 
that will be coming true in a very big way this year. Last year saw thousands of acres 
of riding reserve re-opened as a result of the successful anti-noise campaign. But the 
real payoff comes with the beginning of off-road registration. This year, beginning 
June 1, to ride any public land in California you have to have a license for the dirt 


bike. 


A license good for two years of unrestricted riding costs $15 per bike (figure five 
days at the park) and it’s not legal for anything but off the road. Bikes with road 


_ licenses will be okay off the road, too, thanks to Russ Sanford, who shepherded the 


legislation through. A California license plate entitles you to ride anywhere except 


private property. 


Most of the off-road license fee will be handed to the California State Park & 
Recreation Dept. with the stipulation (written into law) that the money be spent 
solely on motorcycle recreation. Our only control, as motorcyclists, of how the 
money is spent on our behalf is through our state ballot box. The Parks Director is 
appointed by the Governor, and so far, Mr. Reagan can count on this motorcyclist’s 


vote, even if he does pay less taxes than me. 


That’s only three of the things to look forward to in this new year. Amazing, isn’t 
it, how they all tie together? Voter registration and motor registration, motor trails 
and trail riding, the ISDT in ‘73. Next week this column will lay a couple more

At each of those sessions, at least one 
person asked me, “If you are now 
working for the CMIC, what’s going to 
happen to MORE?” 

Although the question surprised me 
initially, it occurs to me now that there 
are probably other members of MORE 
who are wondering the same thing. And 
that compels me to devote this column 
to an explanation. 

Perhaps one of MORE’s biggest 
shortcomings in that we’ve never used a 
‘hard-sell’ to gain members, even though 
members have been our ‘most important 
ingredient’. We have always taken the 
attitude that a job needs to be done, we 
are going to do that job, and we are 
certainly appreciative of those persons 
who wish to help us with financial 
support through membership. 

With our nearly 12,000 members in 
California, we have become one of the 
largest motorcycle organizations, 
anywhere. But, with nearly two million 
motorcyclists in California, MORE 
should be many times larger than it is. 
The Sierra Club, for example, boasts 
110,000 members. It would appear that 
the adverse pressure groups are more 
interested in chasing motorcyclists off 
the public. lands than we are in 
preserving such use. 

Just like in any other business, it 
costs a certain number of dollars ‘to 
open the MORE doors for business each 
day'. Although we don't pay salaries, 
wages, commissions, etc., there are still 
fixed expenses for printing, postage, 
telephone service, decals, membership 
cards, and numerous other costs. 

At present, our 12,500 members who 
contribute a dollar per 
membership, are helping us to almost 
meet those fixed expenses. However, 





year for, 


with 25,000 members, we could 
possibly clear enough over the fixed 
expenses to pay wages to a full-time 
secretary (we now have a full-time 
secretary, but her only pay is that I let 
her cook my meals and raise my 
children, when her MORE work is 
caught up). 

One of these days MORE will have a 
membership of 50 to 100 thousand 
members and should then be in a 
position to pay me some sort of a wage 
or salary for my services. But, until that 
time my services will continue to be 
donated. 

Until February of 1970, I worked at 
a full-time.job and ‘operated’ MORE in 
my spare time. Because my regular job 
was on night shift, I was able to devote 
my days to the job which needed to be 
done at the State Capitol. Then in the 
fall of 1970, I was reassigned to day 
shift and the first problem began to 
arise. 


Then, early in 1971, as the new 


legislative session commenced, її 
became quite obvious from the 
multitude of adverse motorcycle 
legislation being introduced, that 


defending thesport of motorcycling was 
going to be a full-time, 24-hour-per-day, 
7-day-per-week job. With tremendous 
misgivings, I quit my regular job with 
absolutely no idea of where my future 
livelihood would be coming from. Four 
days later, the national MIC (God bless 
‘em) retained me as a consultant to their 
Land Use Committee. Although my 
major role was to meet with land-use 
agencies in an effort to keep public 
lands open to motorcycling, there was 
still an opportunity to continue my 
related legislative pursuits in 
Sacramento. 

There were some false rumors at that 
time that MORE was ‘folding’ and that I 
was ‘going to work for the MIC’. 
Nothing could have been further from 
the truth. I . looked upon this 
arrangement as an opportunity to assist 
the MIC and simultaneously put a ‘few 


beans on the table’. At the same time, 
our full-time involvement at the State 
Capitol was earning us the respect and 
understanding of many of our 
legislators. 

My six-month tenure with the MIC 
ended in early September and for two 
long months, I had no income at all. We 
couldn’t truthfully say that we were 
‘unemployed’ because we were probably 
busier with bad motorcycle legislation 
than we had ever been in our lives. 

And then, near the end of October, 
when it looked as though we couldn’t 
stall the house-payments any longer, 
and that I might have to go to work, the 
nearly-formed CMIC retained me to 
represent their interests in Sacramento. 
I shudder to think of what might have 
happened to MORE and motorcycling 
in general, if the CMIC hadn’t come to 
the rescue when it did. 

Several people have asked me if it is 
possible for one person to represent the 
riders, the dealers, and the indsutry 
alike? I have yet to find a situation 
wherein there has been any conflict of 
represented interest. If something is 
good for the riders, it can only help the 
dealers and the industry! 

As a motorcycle lobby, our success 
has been mostly attributable to the 
communication network which we have 
developed. Our members throughout 
the state keep me advised of their 
opinions on both legislative matters and 
the situations occurring in their own 
local areas. In exchange I represent their 
interests and opinions before the 
legislature and keep the MORE 
members informed of the legislative 
happenings in Sacramento and 
elsewhere. Through MORE, we have a 
rider-oriented communication network. 

The CMIC provides-a communication 
network for the motorcycle dealers and 
the MIC provides an industry-oriented 
communication network for its 
members. Likewise, the AMA and other 
competition-oriented organizations have

FOA LOBBIES THE CAPITOL 
WASHINGTON, DC — A lobbyist for 
the motorcycle owner will now be 
operating in the nation’s capitol. He is 
Charles Irwin, International Four 
Owners Assn. vice-president, president 
of the Virginia Fours (a local Four Club 
group), and a resident of nearby 
Arlington, Virginia. Headquarters for 
lobby activities will be from the East 
Coast IFOA office, located in Arlington. 

San Diego IFOA headquarters have 
announced that the services of Irwin 
and the Washington lobby, will be made 
available to BMWOA, Moto-Guzzi 
Owners, Honda Owners Association and 
even the individual motorcycle 
consumer.

Latest word is that World Champion Mick Andrews 
will be riding the Mexican 1000 next November on a 500cc Ossa-powered six-speed 
twin-cylinder two-stroke Yankee...Former world sidecar champion Helmut Fath is building 
a 500cc flat-four two-stroke. It will have transistorized ignition and fuel injection, and will 


put out roughly 100 bhp. 


John Banks has signed a one-year contract with CZ. Banks, who rode CZ in the 
Trans-AMA series after a brief bout with Husky (which came about after BSA dropped its 
racing program), will be delivered a new works 400 (206 Ibs.) and will chase down both the 
world and British championship. The 28-year-old Briton said, “I believe | am fit and good 


enough to win the world title.” 


A prominent rumor-question concerns Trans-AMA overall winner Sylvain Geboers and 
CZ. The Belgian makes no secret of the fact he is discontented to playing “second fiddle” 
to Joel Robert on the Suzuki team. He was seen secretly testing a 250 CZ about the same 


time Banks was signing with the Czech factory. 


It appears that Peter Williams and new 250 world road racing champion Phil Read will be 
riding for Norton on the asphalt circuits this year, which puts the English firm in top 
contention in the newly-established 750 class. NorVil is still looking for a third man and it 
just might be John Cooper...Meanwhile, Read may also contest the 500 class on a Ducati. 

Ake Jonsson turned down an attractive offer from Yamaha and plans to stay with Maico. 
Jonsson lost the 500 world championship last year when a spark plug came unscrewed so he 
feels he can win on the same machine this year. Besides, he rode the works 360 Yammer and 
felt it was not sufficiently competitive to win the title. 

Doug Hele, the R&D chap behind BSA/John Cooper's phenomenal success at Brands 
Hatch, The Race of the Year, and the Ontario.250, turned down an offer from Norton. 

Ten-times world road-racing champion Giacomo Agostini is still undecided as to whether 
or not the MV factory will be ready to contest the Daytona 200 with the, new 750s. If he 
does, Ago feels the English threes are the real threat, expressing little faith in the tractability

BOB BATES, FOUNDER OF 
BATES INDUSTRIES, KILLED 
IN TRAFFIC ACCIDENT 


Robert Owen’ Bates, owner of 
Maywood Honda, founder of Bates 
Industries, and long a colorful figure in 
motorcycling, was killed in a traffic 
accident near Victorville, California on 
Dec. 19. He was returning from a desert 
race with two young riders he sponsored 
when the accident occurred. 

Bob Bates formed Bates Industries in 


1943. His first products were 
windshields for Cushman 
Motorscooters. After the war he 





expanded his product line to include 


many other accessories for both 
scooters and motorcycles. His seats were 
extremely popular for desert, TT, street, 
and custom use, and, among his wide 
range of products, were probably most 
responsible for making-the name Bates 
so familiar to riders. 

In 1965 he retired from the Company 
that still carries his name. But he was 
too energetic to stay inactive long, and 
in 1967 he established Maywood Honda 
in that Los Angeles suburb. 

He frequently rode AMA tours, and 
was a familiar figure on his 750 Honda 
complete with special fairing, radio and 
luggage caddy. Although he would have 
been 58 in January, as recently as a year 
ago he was still drag racing — and setting 
records! During the 1950s he was 
well-known personally to many desert 
racers because he served as a voluntary 
ambulance service. His red station 
wagon, known as "the old red wagon", 
and his knowledge of first aid, made 
him the forerunner of today's Rescue 3. 

He is survived by two sons, Bob 
Bates, Jr. his partner at Maywood 
Honda, Fred Bates of South Gate and a 
daughter, Diane King of South Gate, a 
brother, Donald Bates of Omaha, and a 
sister, Evan Reher of Grand Island,

ADELANTO, CAL., Jan. 9, 1971 — 
Suffering from a lack of publicity, the 
Dist. 37 Rough Scrambles by the 
TT M.C. drew only 105 entrants today. 
Six prospective entrants, who knew that 
there was a points race somewhere, 
spent the morning waiting for the Perris 
TT gates to open. They discovered their 
error and motored to Adelanto in time 
to see the 2nd Open Novice moto being 
run under perfect weather conditions. 

The turnout was so light that motos 
were run wherever there were enough 
riders to make a class. The heavyweights 
ran only two classes, Open, Novice and 
Open Am/Ex. Because of the turnout 
and the way the races were handled, we 
were out by 1:15 p.m. 

To obtain a rough scrambles type 
course, Don England used the TT 
starting line and a major portion of the 
straight-a-way. However, just prior to 
the sweeper, the course took a hard 100 
degree left through deep wet sand and 
then angled to the man. made 
Matterhorn that he so lovingly refers to 
as a jump. The jump dog legs to the left 
about 10 degree at the crest, meaning 
that if you had it screwed on and drove 
up the hill in a straight line, you found 
yourself both airborne and landing off 
to the side, leading at an angle across 
the landing zone. Now down the jump 
through deep sand and a hard right, 
back on the TT course at the beginning 
of the back sweeper.

John R. was 
eighth off the line and driving hard. 
Hosford (riding out of uniform in dark 
leathers and a civie jacket) got to within 
five seconds of Scott, followed by John 
R. 

With two motos to his credit, Scott 
chose to race for a grand slam. Rice, 
after being caught at the line twice 
before, got a bit quick on the trigger 
and was placed: back on the penalty line 
by square shooter Don England.

Jim Francis on a Kawasaki 250 raised 
a cloud of dust as he curled down the 
trail out of the rocky hills which 
comprised much of the course to take 
the No. 2 spot in the overall 
competition and the No. 1 trophy for 
the 250 class. 

Greg Turk on a 125 Rickman 
rumbled off the rocks to take the third 
overall spot and the first in the 125 
class. 

Kawasaki competition, however, 
proved keen as the field of winners 
narrowed down and Don Hullett of 
Indio on a 100 Kawasaki grabbed fourth 
overall. 

Jimmy Elkins of Indio on a Yamaha 
360 took fifth overall and first in the 
Open class. 

The course was tagged in red, but as 
the riders zigged in and out across the 
desert, some little orange ribbons 
looked like red. Unfortunately for the 
“color blind’ racers the motocross 
course was a route to nowhere. By the 
time the mistake was realized, many a 
rider lay tumbled in the dirt, or 
scanning the horizon for a familar cloud 
of dust.

rudiments of motocross racing, but 
actually locked handlebars on the Glen 
track, putting on one of the fiercest 
displays of riding talent ever to be 
witnessed! In each of two, 20-minute 
Open Senior heats, there was never 
more than a couple of bike lengths 
between the pair of front-runners. 

The “Flying Hawaiian” DeSoto, who

The one possible chance which 
Werner might have had for winning that 
first moto, was “tubed” on the final lap 
for the event. Upon spotting DeSoto’s 
chamber dangling loosely from its 
mounting bracket, Schutz rolled the 
wick up and closed ground on the leader 
at a voracious clip. 

DeSoto's expansion tube did come 
off, landing square in the path of a 
rocketting German. And after Schutz 
had picked himself up from the dirt, he 
managed a squeaky second place finish 
over a charging CZ manned by Jim 
Wilson. 

The second heat for the Open clan, 
was a horsepower of a different color. 
Schutz juiced it heavily from the 
starting line and roared into an 
immediate lead. However, it was to be 
DeSoto’s day. 





At approximately the halfway mark, 
flying John gained the front spot, 
rolling to a two-for-two overall victory, 
while finishing behind second place 
Schutz were Jim West (Hus), Wilson 
(CZ) and Maico-mounted Billy Payne. 

Eighteen-year-old Mike Hartwig of 
Hadley, Mich., justified both the 
advance ballyhoo concerning his 139 
motocross victories, and the faith which 
Kawasaki exhibited in the young man’s 
great ability. After the cancellation of 
the production races, Kawasaki, which 
had flown Hartwig to the West Coast 
especially for those heats, elected 
instead to allow the Kawi Snorter to 
campaign a stock bike in an awesome 
field of 250 Seniors, divided into two 
classes before transferring to the money 
motos.

Doug Grant (AJS); and Tom Rapp, 
whose Bultaco was forced from the race 
in the early laps. Then, in the second 
heat, Hartwig finished directly behind 
leader Staten’s stinger. 

When the 250’s roared into Main 
Event action, however, Hartwig’s almost 
incredible bid to larrup the 
heated-machinery came to an abrupt 
halt on the Shadow Glen front-chute. 
He center-punched a bike that had 
stalled and was parked in the middle of 


the racing strip. 

With the super-swift and popular 
underdog out of the contest, a brilliant 
battle ensued between Schutz, Hart, 
Staten, Grant and Dick Eierstedt (new 
Maico); which was also the final order 
of finish. 

Dave Rodgers, doing his sliding on a 
"Steve's" Bultaco, served notice that 
he's fully recovered from recent injuries, 
as he spotted "Mr. Bultaco," Tom 
Rapp, to a victory in the first moto for 
the. 125cc Seniors; then gobbled the 
gang during the second whistler, to end 
up at the top of the day's result sheet. 


The four runnerups with which 
Rodgers had gotten nasty, included 
Charles Mott (Pen), Gary Bevans,

the timekeeping aspect as an 
unnecessary hangover of days past. For 
this group nothing is too tough as long 
as the motorcycle can be pushed, 
hauled, shoved or dropped over, around, 
or driven through the obtacle. 


And of course there are the 
moderates who like a combination 
tough and easy going along with 


sophisticated timekeeping. There’s not 
much new here. These three groups have 
been arguing the merits of different 
types of enduros for years. The sport 
swings like a pendulum between them. 
The sadist’s finest moment signals his 
downfall as entries in his destruction 
derby fall below the level of economic 
viability. Then the clockwatchers throw 


a few easy-to-ride events and entries - 


start climbing again. Soon someone like 
myself will complain in print that the 
runs are getting dull, and back we go 
again. Yin and Yang. 

But in the games of the aficionados, 
someone is forgotten. The beginner, the 
newcomer to the sport climbs on the 
brass ball unaware that it isa pendulum 
and if the Gods are smiling he gets 
aboardwhen the clockwatchers are in full 
swing and has a season of easy riding. 
But God help him if his crossed-star 
destiny puts him aboard on the night 
side swing. I took some beginners to a 
recent enduro. They won't go back 
again. They think we're all nuts. 

You might say, “Who needs the 
beginners? It’s getting to the point 
where there are too many entrants 
anyway." But this is short sighted. And 
besides, there’s a new group of enduro 
riders developing. An Eastern journalist, 
Bob Hicks, calls them the Permanent B 
riders. They are beginners or near 
beginners who regard the enduro as an 
organized trail ride. They ride strictly 
for fun but even these hang-loose types 
start getting a bit uptight when they get 
disqualified by the second check. 

Last year in Northern California there 
was an enduro called the Cowbell. In 
the course of that run some 900 riders 
became mired in a muddy hole and 
many spent the night. All sorts of rescue 
operations were needed and the bad 
publicity threatened the entire sport in 
that part of the state. As far as I can 
determine, what really happened was 
this: For several years the club had been 
throwing easy scenic runs, each year 
attracting more and more of the 
beginners and Permanent B riders. 
Contestants were showing up оп 
ill-prepared machines, with unsuitable 
gear (like street shoes!) with little or no 
riding skill because friends told them 
the Cowbell was fun to ride and easy. 
The the club decided to throw a normal 
enduro and, with a little bad luck in the 
form of bad weather, they produced a 
disaster of epic proportions. As far as I 
know, none of what might be called the 
real enduro riders spent the night or 
even thought it was a particularly 
difficult run. 

It seems painfully obvious to me that 
there exists a spread of skil in the 
enduro riding sport that is too great to 
be successfully broken down into just 
two classes. Three, maybe even four, 


would be more like it. It also seems to 
that all riders should not be riding the 
same events. District 37 hasn't had a 
“Cowbell” yet, but we’re due. Anyone 
care to conjure a nightmare in living 
color? Imagine a nice heavy rainstorm 
such as we get out in the desert once in 
awhile occurring about 9:30 of the 
morning they ran the Last 
Chance...Beginners should not have 
been on that run. 

Next year the AMA is going to ask 
every contestant by post card of every 
National enduro for his opinion of the 
particular run. With about 10% 
finishers, you want to guess what kind 
of rating The Last Chance would get? 
Or how ‘bout the Jackass with 20% 
finishers? Yet both of those were good 
runs — if you were a reasonably 
experienced rider. 

Where do do we go from here? Will 
those clubs throw the same kind of run 
next year and stoically accept the 
inevitable bad rating and lose their 
National the following year? I doubt it. 
The runs will get soft and the ratings 
will soar. 

But in that case when do we ever 
produce a rider who can go back and 
score in the Jackpine and the Berkshire 
the way Eastern riders can score at will 
in California events? 


Even more to the point, the enduros 
are the natural training ground for the 
ISDT — if they’re tough. If they’re not, 
what ISDT riders California produces 
will continue to come from the ranks of 
the racers. 

We need classified enduros. With only 
good riders riding runs like the Las 
Chance and the Jackass, the percentage 
of finishers would go up and the rating 
would be high as well. The better riders 
would ge the kinds of riding they need 
to become competitive in events outside 
of our own backyard. The clubs 
wouldn’t have to downgrade the events 
to get a good rating. 

Beginners and Permanent B riders 
need runs too, but they don't belong in 
the National Championship Enduros. Is 
District 37 going to stand idly by while 
others fill the need and then downgrade 
the Championship runs in a futile 
attempt to reclaim what they lost by 
default? It would seem so. 

We need a better classification of 
riders, obviously. Any B rider who 
finished the Last Chance enduro does 
not belong in the same class with rank 
beginners. We also need better 
classification of machinery. 

District 37 wants the ISDT in 1973. 
It’s a worthy goal. But the few people in 
Southern California who know anything 
about the ISDT aren't very involved 
with the enduro program; that's being 
run by desert racers. Silly as it seems, 
enduro riding in Southern California is 
still regarded as a mild form of desert 
racing. With a dozen strong enduro 
clubs in District 97, we'd have no 
problem getting the ISDT. With two 
enduro clubs and a bunch of racing 
clubs that throw enduros when they 
need the bread, our chances aren't that 
great. The cream of the world's off-road 
competition talent is not going to flock 
to southern California to ride our tired 
whoop de doos. And face it, there 
wasn't an enduro held last year in 
District 37 that used a single mile of 
trail that wasn't desert. The Greenhorn 
went through the Angeles forest, but all 
on roads and that was the closest we go 
to trees and water and mud which is the 
traditional stuff of the ISDT, If we can't 
throw an enduro any place but in our 
sand box, how do we convince the 
world that we can handle a bitchen 
ISDT? 

District 37, we need a real enduro 
program, not just a point steward and 
a "Business as Usual" sign.

their network. 

Certainly, some of these 
communication‘networks overlap, as 
would be the case of a CMIC dealer who 
personally races in AMA sanctioned 
events and also belongs to MORE. He is 
tied in to three separate communication 
networks, each supplying him with 
somewhat different information that he 
must possess to provide true customer 
satisfaction. 

My position is somewhat enviable, 
because my relationship with the MIC, 
the CMIC, the AMA, and MORE tends 
to set our Capitol Office up as a 
‘clearing house’ for information. And 
this combined information is what our 
legislature and our members want to 
know. Think what a mess we'd be in if 
each of these organizations quite sharing 
information and went their own, 
separate, individual ways. Panicsville! 

Let me assure you that our position 
as a lobbying activity, whether it be 


with the legislature on the various 
land-use agencies, is greatly 
strengthened by our expanded scope of 
representation. 


So, to answer the question, I must 
say that, "Yes. As long as there are 
members willing to help with the 
financial burden, or, as long as I can 
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figure out ways to ‘feed my animals’, - 


there will always be a full-time, active 
MORE working in your behalf.” 
Hopefully, there will always be an MIC, 
a CMIC, an AMA, and all of the other 
organizations which are doing so much 
to protect your interests. t
